the meeting July 21. The con- 
ference will take place here, 
it is understood. 

The Foreign Ministers, act- 
ing under the Rio Treaty, are 
expected to pass a resolution 
making it obligatory for all 
OAS nations to cut off trade 
with Cuba and recommending 
that member countries still 
maintaining diplomatic r e 1 a - 
tions with Havana sever them, 
too. v 

It is believed that the Coun- 
cil will pass today the resolu- 
tion regarding a Foreign Min- 
. isters’ meeting since a neces- 
sary majority of members are 
known to favor such a move 
as well as compulsory sanc- 
tions against Cuba. 

Even Chile, which has been 
■ vigorously holding out against 
* the compulsory aspect of the 
- sanctions, announced that it 
r approved of the Foreign Min- 
isters’ Conference. ^
